A 17-v ear-old Lincoln y ou th has been arrested 
in connection with the death of Wendy Hile. 15. of 
6222 Holdrege, who was listed missing Nov . 15 and 
whose body was discov ered Jan. 31 near Table 
Rix k.

Di)u glas said Goldsberry had been qu estioned 
earlier in the inv estigation and was released He 
was arrested by Lincoln police officers at his home 
abou t 4 pm . Monday and lodged in jail abou t 11 
p m. 
(ioldsberry is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Gay lord 
Goldsberry 
Dou glas said au thorities were giv en a lead “from 


a citizen” that “he was some one we shou ld talk to 
and we did.” 


Acco rding to Do ug la s, Go ldsberry did no t 
kno w Wendy a nd a ppa rently met her o n her wa y to 
scho o l o n the mo rning o f No v . 
15. 


Dou glas said the homocide took place within 
the city limits, bu t wou ld not giv e the precise loca­ 
tion. 
Wendy was not sex u ally assau lted, Dou glas 
said, and there was no weapon u sed in her death. 


He sa id the bo dy ha d no t been dismembered 
a nd wa s in o ne piece when dispo sed o f. 


Pieces of Wendy ’s body were first discov ered 
near Table Rock by a farmer, Philip Rabastejnek. 
Other pieces were discov ered last Satu rday . 
Dou glas said Wendy was killed on the same 
day she was reported missing. 


The la st time Wendy wa s seen a liv e by her 
fa mily wa s Wednesda y nig ht No v . 1 4 . When her 
pa rents, Mr. a nd Mrs. Berna rd Hile left fo r wo rk 
Thursda y mo rning they bea rd the ra dio pla y ing in 
Wendy ’s ro o m a nd a ssumed she wa s there. 


Dou glas said Goldsberry was reported absent 
at Lincoln Northeast High School the same day 
Wendy was missing, and it has also been deter­ 
mined that his grandparents liv e near the place 
where the body parts were fou nd. 


Dou glas praised the work of Police Lt Roger 
LaPage, Capt. Pau l Jacobsen, Insp. Robert 
Bu tcher. Det. Iv an Waples, Det. Lee Wagner, Det. 
Jerry Thomas. Det. Marlin Rau scher and Police 
Officer Sheri Farrar, 
Dou glas said each of these people dev oted their 
time ex clu siv ely to the Hile case throu ghou t the in­ 
v estigation.

Hearst Pledges $2 Million To Poor

Randolph A Hearst phnlgtKl $2 million Monday to 
UmhI the ne<Hly as a first step in winning frtH'dom 
for his kidnaptHl dau ghter Patricia 
’ This is a gestu re of g(M>d wnll.” Hearst told a 
news conference at a downtown hotel "There is no 
gu arantt'e Patricia is going to get home on this,” 
Hearst said he was donating $500,000 himself and 
that the Hearst Fou ndation was giv ing $1.5 
milllion He siiid arrangements hav e been made for 
the money "to bv deliv ered to a tax -ex empt, 
charitable organization approv ed by the attorney 
general of ('alifornia, capable of making a distribu ­ 
tion for the benefit of the poor and needy ,” 


Hearst said he was still looking for a su itable 
organiziition to administer the food eiv eawav 
demanded by the terrorist Sy mbionese Liberation 
Army which claims it kidnaped Miss Hearst on 
Feb 4 
"The money will be av ailable tomorrow, bu t we 
hav e to find the proper condu it,” the gray -haired 


president and editor of the San Francisco 
Ex aminer said 
Hearst said the $500,000 he is giv ing is "a su b­ 
stantial part of my personal assets.” He said the 
remaining $1.5 nu llion from the William Riindolph 
Hearst F'ou ndation had been approv ed by directors 
of the charitable organization after family 
members disqu alified themselv es. 
"This IS an honest effort on my part to do what 1 
can, and that’s all I can do. I think they ’ll believ e 
that.” he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Two 
Arab foreign m inisters and 
Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger made some progress 
Monday on bringing Sy ria into 
the Middle East peace talks and 
lifting the oil embargo against 
the United States. 
The mini.sters, Ismail Fahmy 
of Egy pt and Omar Sakkaf of 
Sau di Arabia, will call Tu esday 
on President Nix on at the White 
Hou se. Fahmy told newsmen he 
wou ld be bringing “good news ” 
“There is progress on ev ery 
av enu e.” the Egy ptian said after 
an hou r’s talk with Kissinger in 
the secretary 's office and lu nch 
at the State Department. Bu t he 
declined to prov ide specifics. 
Kissinger, meanwhile, said 


there had been some "solid” ac­ 
complishments ” 
"We had v ery u .sefu l and con­ 
stru ctiv e and friendly talks with 
foreign ministers ^kk;if and 
Fahmy abou t the whole range of 
Middle East problems and 1 
ag ree w ith 
his (Fahm y si 
characterization.” the secretary 
said 
Asked whether they had ac­ 
tu ally reached an agreement. 
K issing e r re plie d .

were constru ctiv e talks.”

giv eaway wou ld be the last demand attached to his 
dau ghter’s ev entu al release, and the kidnapers said 
as mu ch in one rec-ent commu nication. 
They said then that if Hearst met the food de­ 
mand they wou ld be able to negotiate the release of 
his dau ghter, presu mably meaning there wou ld be 
fu rther conditions. Implicit in the first tape Hearst 
rec'eiv ed from his dau ghter was that the release of 
the two SLA members wou ld be tied to her release. 
Hearst said the mechanics of how the money 
wou ld be spent and the food distribu ted remained 
to be worked ou t. He met with reporters after a 
fiv e-hou r conference with leaders of activ ist grou ps 
designated by the SLA to monitor the food plan. 
In a taped message receiv ed Satu rday , Miss 
Hearst u rged her father to dev elop a program "as 
fast as y ou can,” ev en if it fell short of her captors’ 
initial demand. 


The SLA warned that a failu re to make an accep­ 
table good faith gestu re wou ld jeopardize the life of 
the grou p’s y ou ng “prisoner of war.” Hearst made 
his plan known less than 24 hou rs before the 
deadline set by the SLA. 


Earlier, the Rev . Cecil Williams, who organized a 
coalition of grou ps to ov ersee the food distribu tion, 
said: “I am conv inced that Patty Hearst is going to 
be released. I am also conv inced that the peoples of 
this land that hav e gone hu ngry are going to be 
fed.” 


The optimism of the Rev . Williams was also ev i­ 
dent in the Hearst family after a commu nication 
from Patricia and the kidnapers was receiv ed last 
Satu rday .

The Legislatu re’s Pu blic Health and Welfare 
Committee Monday v oted 5-0 to offer the fu ll 
Legislatu re three different means to ensu re that 
div orced parents make child su pport pay ments on 
time. 


The pa rent behind in child suppo rt pa y ments 
co uld lo se his driv er’s license, be ja iled fo r co n­ 
tempt o f co urt o r ha v e civ il a ctio n ta ken a g a inst 
him by the co unty a tto rney under the three bill a d­ 
v a nced (LBs 9 53, 957 a nd 9 61.) 


And there is a fou rth measu re prov iding for 
garnishing of wages (LB1015, heard by the 
Ju diciary Committee), if senators feel the choice is 
not great enou gh. 
The most controv ersy su rrou nded Sen. Loran 
Schmit’s LB9 57, which wou ld au thorize the Depart­ 
ment of Motor Vehicles to rev oke the driv er’s 
license of any parent delinqu ent in his pay ment of 
child su pport for three months or longer. 


I 


Sev eral attorney s, inclu ding the clerk of the 
Dou glas Cou nty District Cou rt and State Cou rt Ad­ 
ministrator James Du nlev ey , qu estioned whether a 
driv er’s license cou ld constitu tionally be rev oked 
for non-pay ment of child su pport. 
They su ggested it cou ld v iolate du e process. 


But Schmit sa id mo st ex -husba nds a re co n­ 
cerned o nly with their o wn co mfo rt a nd co n­ 
v enience a nd no t tha t o f their ex -wiv es a nd 
children. Rev o king driv er’s licenses, Schmit sa id, 
hit them where it hurts them mo st. 


‘‘To remov e this priv ilege wou ld be a signiiicant 
deterrent to delinqu ent child su pport pay ments,” 
Schmit said. 
“May be afoot they won’t seem as desireable to 
another girlfriend. I’m su re it will be more of an in­ 
centiv e to prompt pay ments than jail.” 
Lo ss Of Jo b? 
Committee m em bers asked whether by 
rev oking driv er’s licenses the law wou ld force 
parents delinqu ent in child su pport ou t of jobs and 


make it impossible for them to ev er make another 
pay ment. 
“If he doesn’t care enou gh abou t his own 
children,” Schmit said, “ why shou ld society care 
abou t his job.” 


Da ta fro m a ra ndo m check submitted by 
Schmit indica ted tha t o f 50 div o rce decrees 
requiring child suppo rt pa y ments in La nca ster 
Co unty , o nly 
35% o f the fa thers were ma king child 
suppo rt pa y ments in 1973. 


Schmit criticized R. D. McClain, depu ty Lan­ 
caster Cou nty attorney , for "a poor collection 
record.” 
McClain said he was not familiar with those 
statistics. Recently , he said, his staff has been in­ 
creased to handle more deUnqu ent child su pport 
cases. 
In other action, the committee killed LB9 08 , 
which wou ld hav e allowed doctors to inform state 
officials of any impairments a patient has which 
cou ld affect his driv ing ability .

ST LOUIS, Mo. (AP) - Forty 
of the 50 faculty members at 
ideologically torn Concordia 
Seminary were fired Monday 
when they failed to respond to 
an ultimatum demanding they 
return to the classroom. 
The development was the 
latest in a series of splits in the 
Lutheran 
Church-Missouri 
Synod over how literally the Bi­ 
ble IS to be translated. Conser­ 
vatives demanding literal 
translation recently suspended 
the seminary president and since 
then the school has been at a vir­ 
tual standstill. 
The split also threatens to tear 
apart factions in the church, 
which has three m illion 
members. 
The dismissals became 
automatic at noon, the deadline 
set for the faculty members to 
return to their jobs, a spokesman 
for the Lutheran seminary said. 
Members of the seminary’s 
board later sequestered on the 
campus of the 450-student school 
to determine what reorganiza­ 
tion is necessary to keep the 
school in operation. 
The Rev. E. J. Otto, chairman 
of the board of control, said 45 of 
the school’s 50 faculty members 
were notified early Monday of a 
board resolution demanding 
their return 
He said five 
returned. 
A board statement said the 
resolution was prompted by the 
need to know what staff would 
be required for the school’s 
spring quarter. 
Dr 
Robert Bertram , a 
spokesman for the 40 who were 
fired, said the group was plan­ 
ning to go ahead with plans for a 
seminary in exile. 
‘‘There are lots of people who 
say a split in the synod (church) 
IS guaranteed.’ Bertram said. 
“Others say our action will pre­ 
vent a split. This will make the 
church take notice and the peo­ 
ple know how serious this is,” he 
said of a rift which has split the 
three-million-member church. 
The seminary’s president, the 
Rev Dr John H. Tietjen, was 
suspended by the board on Jan.

Vice President Gwald R. Fo rd made a fav o rable im­ 
pressio n in his first Nebraska appearance as ho lder o f the se­ 
co nd hig hest administrativ e o fhce in the land. He appeared 
Friday nig ht at a GOP fund-raising dinner in Omaha. 
It is no t unusual that he wo uld be well receiv ed in 
Nebraska befo re a Republican audience but ev en an o bjec­ 
tiv e o pinio n wo uld be that he co nducted himself well. That is 
no t to say , ho wev er, that there wo uld be univ ersal ag ree­ 
ment with what he had to say . 
Such ag reement wo uld be fo und bv a v a.st majo rity in his 
Omaha audience but an o bjectiv e o pinio n mig ht well be 
quite to the co ntrary Once ag ain, there is no g reat issue with 
Fo rd’s recitatio n o f the fo reig n po licy achiev ements o f Presi­ 
dent Nix o n 
★ 
When it co mes to do mestic affairs, the v ice president 
dutifully pro claimed the party line — that peo ple hav e it a 
lo t better than they think they do , that the administratio n is 
wo rking to so lv e the pro blems that ex ist and that thing s 
wo uld be a lo t better were it no t fo r the Demo cratic- 
co ntro lled Co ng ress. 
We will ag ree that the administratio n is wo rking o n the 
pro blems that ex ist but that is abo ut as far as o ur ag reement 
g o es. We do no t believ e the American peo ple are abo ut to be 
talked into the idea that they nev er had it so g o o d. And they 
are tired o f statistics that sho w them eating better fo r less 
mo ney than mo st peo ple in the wo rld. 
The statistics are simply a batch o f fig ures that mask the 
reality o f the times. That reality is that inflatio n has taken a 
heav > bite o ut o f the pay checks o f U.S. wo rking peo ple and 
millio ns o f these peo ple are no t as relativ ely well o ff to day as 
they were last y ear. 
★ 
The v ice president spo ke o f the new freedo m and 
pro sperity o f the American farmer. This is mo stly true at the 
mo ment, altho ug h cattlemen hav e had ro ug h g o ing the past 
six mo nths. But the true measure o f ag ricultural pro sperity 
canno t be taken until after the 1974 harv est. 
One surely ho pes that the 1974 harv est pro v es to be as 
g o o d fo r farmers and the American peo ple as the current 
o utlo o k indicates. Ag riculture, ho wev er, is still a part o f an 
o v erall eco no my that remains shaky and uncertain fo r the 
future. 
The fing er o f blame fo r much o f what Is wro ng to day 
was po inted by Fo rd at the Demo cratic Co ng ress, a po inting 
ex ercise also eng ag ed in by Nebraska’s Senato r Carl Curtis. 
It is said that Demo crats who rely upo n Waterg ate as an 
issue in 1974 will no t find v icto ry . 
It can also be said that Republicans who rely upo n 
placing the blame fo r o ur pro blems upo n Demo crats will no t 
be successful. Fo r o ne thing , such a claim ju.st do esn't wash. 
★ 
But mo re impo rtant, the v o ters rig ht no w are no t so co n­ 
cerned with finding fault as they are with finding so lutio ns. 
They are g o ing to be lo o king , in the 1974 electio n and 
thereafter, fo r candidates who take a po sitiv e and co nstruc­ 
tiv e appro ach. 
U is o bv io us fro m the public o pinio n po lls that the 
public entertains no hig h reg ard fo r Co ng ress o r the ad­ 
ministratio n. It sho uld be just as o bv io us that the v o ters will 
no t g iv e auto matic suppo rt to the candidates o f either 
po litical party . 
At this stag e, it do es no t seem that either party and the 
respectiv e candidates o f each hav e clearly caug ht the temper 
o f the times and dev elo ped a strateg y to fit that understan­ 
ding . That such mig ht be the case do es no t speak well o f o ur 
po litical pro cess when the challeng es befo re us are so o b­ 
v io us.

Jo hn Pasto re has described in an 
ang ry memo — meant o nly fo r 
Senate Co mmerce inv estig ato rs

Ex x o n, Gulf, Shell, Phillips 
and o ther o il g iants hav e already 
g o tten away with upping g as- 
dine prices a third o r mo re in 
the last few mo nths. Omino usly , 
the same big o il firms also 
pro duce mo st o f America’s 
natural g as. 
While successiv e presidents 
hav e permitted this mo no po ly to 
build up. the o ne check o n 
natural g as prices was suppo sed 
to be the Federal Po wer Co m­ 
missio n But the FPC has been 
mo re co ncerned with industry 
pro fits than with co nsumer 
pro tectio n. 
In an internal memo randum 
o rdering the staff to g ear up fo r 
his Co mmerce Co mmittee 
hearing s this week, the Rho de 
Island Demo crat threatens to 
swing away at the FPC. 
“ In preparing fo r these 
hearing s,” he instructed, “ we 
want to he sure that this 
messag e is clear: Co ng ress wUl 
no t to lerate an abdicatio n o f the 
FPC’s co nsumer pro tectio n mis­ 
sio n . . .

This is a distressing pro blem 
which can dev elo p after part o f 
the sto mach has been remo v ed 
— including the muscle that co n­ 
tro ls the o utlet o f the sto mach. 
The result is a rush o f fo o d into 
the small intestine. It is 
“ dumped” into the g ut. 
Since it do es no t remain in the 
sto mach lo ng eno ug h fo r the 
sto mach to do its assig ned 
cho res in dig estio n, the result is 
diarrhea, sweating , weakness, 
g iddiness, nausea, so metimes 
heart palpitatio n. 
Diet is the primary altho ug h 
no t entire treatment. Small, 
frequent meals that are hig h in 
pro tein and lo w in carbo hy drates 
(starchy fo o ds and sug ar) are the 
best answer. Fluids sho uld be 
taken o nly between meals rather 
than with meals, to retard the 
“ dumping ” speed. 
Medicatio n usually is g iv en to 
slo w do wn the mo tility (activ ity ) 
o f the sto mach. Occasio nally ad­ 
ditio nal surg ery Is required.

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Lobbying Bill Draws Fire 


Fro m all indicatio ns at a leg islativ e public 
hearing last week, Nebraska lawmakers, sav e Sen. 
Jo hn Cav anaug h III and po ssibly a few o ther hardy 
so uls, are ag hast at the idea o f ro cking the lo b^ 
by ists’ bo at. 
Cav anaug h, a first-term senato r fro m Omaha, 
has intro duced LB708 , which wo uld require all 
reg istered lo bby ists to repo rt all inco me and 
ex penses quarterly instead o f just during the 
leg islativ e sessio n, break do wn the categ o ries o f 
ex penditures and file po sitio n statements o n bills. 
The bill also pro v ides that leg islato rs must wait un­ 
til fo ur y ears after they leav e o ffice to beco me lo b­ 
by ists. 
The current lo bby ist repo rting law is v ag ue, 
Cav anaug h feels, and thus lo bby ists who may be 
uncertain abo ut its pro v isio ns can file repo rts o f in­ 
co me and ex penditures which are misleading . He 
say s he has seen no co rrelatio n between the 
amo unts the lo bby ists repo rt and the actual lev el o f 
entertaining he has witnessed. There is also the 
need, as Cav anaug h has no ted, fo r the public to 
kno w what impact lo bby ing — which is practically 
the fo urth branch o f g o v ernment in Nebraska — 
has o n the leg islativ e pro cess. 
The Miscellaneo us Subjects Co mmittee 
deferred actio n o n LB708 last week, but there was 
httle do ubt as to ho w the co mmittee membership 
felt abo ut the bill. With sev eral lo bby ists lo o king o n 
but remaining silent, senato rs — so me indicating a 


desire to g o into lo bby ing upo n co mpletio n o f their 
leg islativ e serv ice — attacked the fo ur-y ear wait 
pro v isio n. They do ubted that the present law is 
being v io lated. They struck a defensiv e po sture in 
l(x 4ung fo r arg uments when two perso ns sto o d up 
to testify in fav o r o f LB708 . And Sen. Terry 
Carpenter placed lo bby ists o n a pedestal when he 
said the L^slature wo uld be like “ a lo st ball in 
hig h weeds” witho ut them. 
Thus it came as no surprise when the co m­ 
mittee v o ted to kill LB708 o n Mo nday . 
We think that lo bby ists o ffer a v aluable co n­ 
tributio n to the leg islativ e pro cess. But there isn’t 
any thing wro ng with v entilating their relatio nship 
with senato rs. And it sho uld be realized that so me 
senato rs — no tably Ernest Chambers o f Omaha — 
g et alo ng just fine witho ut being wined and dined 
o r o therwise hav ing their o ptio ns ex plained to 
them by lo bby ists. 
There is an unmistakable attitude o n the part 
o f many senato rs that suppo rt o f such a bill as 
LB708 is based o n ig no rance o f just what really is 
g o ing o n do wn at the Leg islature. And that is 
pro bably the po int, entirely . The g eneral public has 
little awareness o f the impact o f lo bby ing o n law­ 
making . 
And the co nclusio n can be drawn that senato rs 
who are unwilling to appreciate that po int are 
either much to o dependent o n lo bby ists o r are to o 
much in their debt.

He keeps 
circling and do dg ing , but the flak 
fro m his critics is g etting a little 
ro ug h. 
In g eneral, he is charg ed with 
being to o perso nal in his 
diplo macy , with try ing to do to o 
much himself, so that he 
beco mes the so le instrument o f 
American fo reig n po licy . 
There is so mething to this 
charg e. His success is g etting in 
his way . He is so do minant that, 
when he is dealing with the mid- 
dle east, no bo dy else has 
autho rity to deal with Euro pe o r 
J apan, o r the limitatio n o f 
mihtary arms. 
Try ing to deal with this de­ 
mand fo r Mr. Big , while keeping 
a do zen o ther plates in the air, 
Kissing er flies o ff to Panama to 
demo nstrate that he hasn’t 
fo rg o tten Latin America, which 
is fíne if o nly so mebo dy wo uld 
inv ent the 48 -ho ur day . 


' Cr i t i r 
Oddly , Kissing er anticipated 
this pro blem. He defended per­ 
so nal and secret diplo macy when 
he was at the White Ho use, co n­ 
centrating o n reaching new ac­ 
co mmo datio ns with Mo sco w and 
Peking , but he insisted |hat the 


pro blems o f 1974 were g o ing to 
be much different, inv o lv ing 
many mo re natio ns o n questio ns 
o f mo ney , trade, and energ y , and 
that, when he mo v ed to the State 
Department, secrecy and per­ 
so nal diplo macy had to g iv e way . 
He wo uld then be mo re o bscure, 
and rev iv e the machinery and 
the co nfidence o f the State 
Department to handle these in­ 
creasing ly div erse and public 
pro blems. 
It hasn’t wo rked o ut precisely 
as he planned. The weaker the 
President has beco me, the 
stro ng er Kissing er 
has 
beco me.He has made many 
chang es at the State Depart­ 
ment, but no t all the chang es he 
wanted to make. He pro po sed 
Dav id Ro ckefeller o f Chase 
Manhattan as his deputy , but 
President Nix o n didn’t ag ree. 
And he is still rushing fro m o ne 
crisis to ano ther—The Middle 
East crisis o r the energ y crisis — 
and do minating the scene while 
the rest o f the g o v ernment feels 
neg lected and resentful. 


The Pentag o n, fo r ex ample, 
has serio us do ubts abo ut 
Kissing er’s tendency to make 
co ncessio ns to the So v iets abo ut 
strateg ic arms co ntro l and the 
balance o f po wer 
Secretary o f Defense 
wants Paul Nitie arj 
to preside o v er the 


aspects o f military po licy , and to 
arg ue the Pentag o n’s case o n 
Capito l Hill. He co uldn’t hav e 
cho sen a mo re ex perienced o r 
fo rmidable adv o cate, fo r Nitze 
has bee the key fipire in the 
strateg ic arms talks with the 
Russians fo r the last few y ears 
and has been study ing the 
pro blem ev er since the last 
wo rld war. 
☆ ☆ ☆ 
So Kissing er has his pro blems, 
and the mo re successful he is, 
the mo re pro blems he has. His 
o ld liberal friends at Harv ard 
and elsewhere are blaming him 
fo r trusting the Russians and 
putting po wer ahead o f mo rality , 
to the detriment o f po o r 
So lzhenitsy n. 
The co nserv ativ es are blaming 
him fo r wanting to make a 
military 
deal with the co m­ 
munists and o ffering them g rain 
and co mputers to bail them o ut 
o f their failures. The Arabs are 
suspicio us o f him because be is a 
J ew, and the J ews are afraid he 
is leaning o v er backwards to 
help the Arabs, in o rder to pro v e 
he is ev en-handed and fair. 
So its a hard life. He is the key 
fig ure in wo rld affairs to day , but 
he is harrassed and tro ubled. 
The Euro peans fear he will 
make a deal with Mo sco w at 
their ex pense. The Japanses fear 
po licy \^ e is mo re interested in China < 


than in To ky o . The o ld White 
Ho use staff, and ev en the new 
White Ho use staff, resent his 
pro minence and his No bel peace 
prize, which they think sho uld 
hav e g o ne to the president. 


Almo st alo ne, he has no t been 
destro y ed by his clo se asso cia­ 
tio n with the President. 
Ev ery bo dy 
e lse , 
fro m 
Ehrlichman and Haldeman to 
Ro se Mary Wo o ds, hav e g o ne 
do wn in their serv ice to the 
President, but Kissing er keeps 
g o ing . He almo st lo st his way in 
bug g ing his asso ciates, and in­ 
sisting he knew no thing abo ut 
the plumbers, but he has o ne ad­ 
v antag e. 
On the who le, he has been the 
architect o f the President’s 
fo reig n po licy , 
and the 
President’s reco rd in fo reig n af­ 
fairs is the administratio n’s 
last refug e. If the critics were to 
bring Kissing er do wn, o r Nix o n 
were to let him g o , then 
Kissing er wo uld write the sto ry 
o f this fantastic era kno wing 
mo re abo ut the inside than 
a ny bo dy else and Nix o n 
pro ba bly w o u ld n ’t like 
Kissing er’s reco rd. Acco rding ly , 
Henry will pro bably be aro und 
fo r quite a while.

prchensive and, in the opinion of 
the committee majority, would 
be preferable to Carstens* bill. 
But Luedtke agreed that it might 
be all right to revive the Carstens 
proposal and to have the 
Legislature consider it and LB 
354 at the same time. 
This is what Carstens 
proposed in making his revive 
motion. 
Several of the legislators said 
they had received co r­ 
respondence from attorneys in 
their districts who had questions 
about both pieces of legislation. 


Sen. Herb Nore of Genoa said 
several lawyers in his district 
were apprehensive about the 
comprehensive bill because of 
their experience with the court 
reform law, which also made 
extensive revisions in the 
statutes 


Luedtke said any time the 
liCgislature enacts a comprehen­ 
sive measure, there will always 
be need for revisions at a later 
date.

"You Will always find it 
netessarv to make amendments 
to such laws in order to keep 
them up to date."

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ather-DaughterRelationship Is Important 


Editor's note: This Is the ttrst 
of several articles on the father- 
daughter relationship. 
By SANDRA PESMEN 


Chicago — It begins when he 
sees her in the hospital for the 
first time and feelings of wonder 
clutch him. 
A few years later he strolls 
through the park holding her 
hand, and his heart reels with 
love. . 
Still later, as he watches her 
twirl before the mirror in her 
first prom dress, he experiences 
a sen.se of fear and loss. 
And just a few years after that 
— when he fights back tears, 
squares his shoulders and 
marches down the aisle to give 
her away — he notices the other 
man is a lot like him 
That’s how it goes with dad­ 
dies and their little girls — 
sometimes. 


And ilthough both sons and 
daughters often complain about 
their mothers when things go 
wrong with their emotions in 
later life, fathers, too, play a 
critical role in child develop­ 
ment. 


Especially if that child is 
“ Daddy’s little girl" — or if she 
wants to he — but isn’t. 


Begins Before Birth 
Factors that influence the 
relationship between a father 
and daughter can begin even 
before the baby’s birth, says psy­ 
chiatrist Jack Berger. These can 
include whether the father 
wanted a boy or girl, whether 
the baby is the first-born, or the 
last in a large family, who might 
be accepted without much to-do. 
Sometimes an unexpcTted, or 
unpbnni'd. birth can also in­ 
fluence a father’s attitude 
toward his daughter 
“ I recently treated a 
depressed and m.stvure woman, 
whose problem revolvi*d around 
a p<K)r relationship with her 
father 
" \tter several sessions she 
realized it existtxl because she 
was conceivtKl out of wtKllot'k 
and the father ‘did the right 
thing' and married her mother 
Later, he resented the daughter 
and blamed her for his unhappy 
marriage," Berger says. 


In a home where both patients 
are adjusted and fund of each 
other, one parent, usually the 
mother, assumes the major por­ 
tion of the nurturing role during 
their first few months of the first 
year, experts agree. This is a 
time when daughter has no idea 
of who supplies the necessary

milk, food, bed, love and clean 
wanii clothing. But she does 
need to have the same person, or 
persons, supply these needs con­ 
sistently. 


Exp e rts te ll h o w to a vo id th e p itfa lls in th e 
fa th e r-d a u g h te r re la tio n sh ip . 


“ Some fathers are eager to 
participate in this early 
mothering stage, too,’’ Berger 
says. “They may take over scmte 
2 am. feedings, change diapers, 
and sincerely enjoy fulfilling the 
needs of this tiny helpless 
creature they are half afraid of 
— and yet feel a new and 
awesome love for.’’ 
Basic feelings of security or in­ 
security can be transmitted to 
the child during this early infan­ 
cy stage. The results usually de­ 
pend upon how sincerely and 
how adequately the infant’s 
needs are responded to and met. 
Oedipal Stage 
It is during the oedipal stage, 
which usually reaches its peak 
between three and six, that a lit­ 
tle girl begins to have some 
specific feelings about her father 
as an important individual in her 
life 
“ This is the time when 
children develop strong feelings 
for the parent of the opposite 
sex,” Berger says. 
Maria Piers, dean of Erilcson 
Institute for Early Education, 
goc's a step further, stating, 
"This oedipal state is the time 
when kids fall in love with the 
parent of the opposite .sex, and 
feel competition with the parent 
of the same sex.” 


Mincing no words, Mrs. Piers 
says “ Fathers and daughters are 
in a real, though miniature, man- 
and-woman relationship at this 
time. It is important that father 
be aware this is happening so he 
can react most effedively. Very 
often his relationship can be 
iTucial in determining the way a 
woman will act to men later in 
life. 


“ A father should show affec­ 
tion and loving attention to his 
daughter at this time, but it’s im­ 
portant that he also realistically 
convey to the child that she’s his 
daughter, and that he is married 
to her mother " 
Both therapists remarked that 
some fathers are so flattered by 
their daughters’ attention during 
this oedipal stage that they “ play 
It to the hilt" and unwittingly en­ 
courage sexual responses. The 
result is that the daughter can 
become so emotionally involved 
with her father she will never 
find a satisfactory mate of her 
own later on 
“ We sometimes .see this as the 
reason why a woman can’t find 


one suitor, but Hits from man to 
man. She hunts forever for the 
one who is as seductive and char­ 
ming as her father was when she 
was four years old. And of 
course no other man can pass 
such an unrealistic test,’’ Mrs. 
Piers says. 


Seductive Dads 
Mrs. Piers also suggests that 
stunted anotlonal development 
may result if a dad is terrible 
seductive during this oedipal 
stage. And daughter enjoys it so 
much she’s less prompted to 
move on to the next normal 
stage of development, latency. 
This usually begins between five 
and six, and continues until eight 
or nine. 


liite nc y Period 
Dr. Paul Tolpin, psy­ 
choanalyst with the In.stitute for 
Biychoanalysis, describes laten­ 
cy, and dad's role during this 
period, this way. 


“This is a time when psy­ 
chological development and con­ 
flict are at a minimum. The girl 
begins to show signs of in­ 
dependence, and bwomes in­ 
terested in other children. She 
starts school and begins to iden­ 
tify with her mother,’’ Dr. 
Tolpin says. 


Tolpin points out that now a 
girl may begin to cook and bake 
as motlier does, or play the 
piano as she does, or imitate her 
in a number of other ways, and 
it’s important for the father to 
encourage and compliment 
these attempts. 


“Latency is also characterized 
by the changes in behavior 
between dad and daughter,” 
Mrs. Piers observes, “ As 
daughter begins to see herself as 
a young woman, instead of Dad’s 
baby girl, she will move from the 
cuddly, hugging stage to the 
stage where the two can think, 
plan and talk together. 'Vou rare­ 
ly find an eight-year-old resting 
— or even fitting — comfortably 
on her father’s lap any more. 
But they certainly can enjoy 
holding hands and strolling com- 
panionably through the zoo 
together, talking about the 
animals.’’ 


Puberty Stage 
Somewhere between 10 and 14 
years old, during the puberty 
state, a little girl may complain, 
“ I hate boys... but I think I’m 
going to like them again next 
year.” 


That’s because puberty is a 
•time when physical changes 
begin and girls become self- 
conscious and gawky. Through 
adolescence, which can be a 
trying time mark by pimples, un­ 
ruly hair, clothes that never hang 
properly — and lumpy shapes, a 
girl needs to have her dad 
reassure her that this stage is 
very temporary. 


“ Father can assure daughter 
that the trials of the moment 
will not last, and remain friendly 
and encouraging. But again, he 
must do this without being too 
sexy,” Mrs. Piers warns. 


Tolpin adds, "WThen puberty 
begins, there is a renewed sense 
of being interested in father. 
There is a resurgence of 
adultlike sex feeUngs and both 
daughter and father are aware of 
the changes in her body. 


“On the one hand, daughter is 
attracted to the one man she has 
always believed knows best, and 
who has been loving and in­ 
terested in her all her life. On 
the other, she senses that she is 
not supposed to have erotic im­ 
pulses toward him — and he is 
probably feeling the same way 
about her.” 


Conflicts often arise between 
father and daughter at this time. 
“ Dad may pull back from 
daughter, at just the time when 
he is most needed. He may suf­ 
fer from fears that she is 
growing away from him and that 
he's losing his little girl forever. 
He may unknowingly be jealous 
of the young men who come to 
call — and in being rude to 
them, he invites conflict with his 
daughter, who wants his en­ 
couragement,” Tolpin says. 


excessive attention and love to 
satisfy the insecure needs. We 
traced that to the fact that her 
father had suddenly cooled off 
and withdrawn because of erotic 
impulses he felt when as a girl 
she began to develop dunng 
puberty,” Berger recalls. 
Show Real Interest 
Adolescence varies with each 
child, Mrs. Piers points out. but 
the most important thing for a 
father to do during this stage is 
to continue showing real interest 
in his confusing daughter. 


“ Don't wash your hands of 
her. no matter how difficult it 
becomes to understand her,” 
Mrs Piers warned. “ Dad should, 
support mother in making 
realistic rules for the teenaged 
daughter to follow, and then 
stick by them It’s wrong to put 
too many limits on a teen, but if 
you don’t set any bmits, she'll 
soon get the idea that you’ve 
written her off." 
As a girl moves into 
womanhood, both father and 
daughter suddenly realize they 
are in the same generation, and 
they can meet again as adults. 


“ This is the time for father to 
encourage daughter to join both 
parents in activities — but to 


also realize that she’s a good deal 
younger than he te. 


“Some dads panic when they 
see their baby daughter all 
grown up. and are fearful of the 
stigma of old age. They begin to 
dress ridiculously in youthful 
clothes, and start learning rock 
dances. It’s far better to act your 
age, welcome daughter to your 
activities, but give her room to 


be with people her own age too. 
Piers says. 
Most fathers instinctively 
carry out their male-parent roles 
effectively. But in a changing 
society, with some reversing of 
male and female roles and in­ 
finite varity of life-styles, there 
are dangers on the road to 
adulthood.

Neither zero po pulatio n gro wth adv o cates 
no r publicity o n “ childfree” marriage has 
changed mo st Americans' v iew o f the ideal 
family size, a new study has fo und. 
The ideal family size is fro m two to fiv e 
children, acco rding to the men and wo men sur­ 
v ey ed in a study by Bry n Mawr Co llege 
so cio lo gist J anet Griffith. 
Almo st three-fo urth o f the men and wo men 
felt that a o neK-hild family was to o small, while 
6i ; o f bo th sex es tho ught six children made a 
family to o large. 
There also appears to be great so cial 
pressures to hav e a first and seco nd child, the 
study published by Planned Parentho o d 
repo rts. 
In fact, mo st wo men, regardless o f educa­ 
tio n, emplo y ment o r age. perceiv e stro ng 
pressures o n themselv es to bear no less than 
two no r mo re than fo ur children, acco rding to 
the study . 
Ho wev er the .study fo und there was less 


stigma attached to larger famibes than to o nly - 
child o r childless marriages. 
These pressures co me mo st stro ngly fro m 
parents o r o ther relativ es and seco ndly fro m 
friends 
If these attitudes remain and a shrinking 
jo b market keeps large numbers o f educated 
wo men o ut o f the jo b market, the result co uld 
be a substantial increase in birth rates befo re 
the end o f the century , the study predicted. 
Altho ugh the men surv ey ed shared the 
wo men’s v iews o n family size, the wo men 
appeared “ so mewhat less to lerant than men o f 
o ne-child o r childless families, and perhaps 
so mewhat mo re to lerant o f three- to fiv e-child 
families, ’ the study no ted. 
Men also felt less so cial pressure to limit o r 
ex pand the number o f children o utside the two - 
to -fo ur range. 
Amo ng the 412 nev er-married wo men aged 
18 to 39 po lled fo r the study , there was no 
significant difference between the y o unger and 


o lder in perceiv ing so cial pressures fo r 
childbearing. 
Almo st two -thirds o f the y o ung wo men 
ex pected "o v ert pressure" fro m peers to hav e a 
first child — a finding that do es “ no t suppo rt 
the idea o f a majo r trend to weaker so cial 
pressures to hav e a first o r seco nd child," the 
study said. 
Wo men mo re than men ex pect to feel “ o ut 
o f place” in so cial situatio ns if they remain 
childless and mo re wo men than men wo uld 
wo rry that being an o nly child “ wo uld be bad 
fo r a child." Ms Griffith po ints o ut 
Part o f the reaso n fo r wo men’s preference 
fo r a larger family was ex plained by Ms. Grif­ 
fith. 
“ Many wo men giv e up emplo y ment and re­ 
main at ho me, particularly after the birth o f the 
first child, which tends to bring them into co n­ 
tact with neighbo rs and o thers who hav e 
children. 
“ The co mbinatio n o f respo nsibility fo r 


pro ducing a ‘go o d family life’ and 'go o d 
children’ and the absence o f clear criteria fo r 
ev aluating this perfo rmance, and the wo man s 
primary structural po sitio n in the family and 
neighbo rho o d rather than in o ccupatio nal ac­ 
tiv ities, wo uld be ex pected to and apparently 
do es, make these pressure co nsiderably greater 
o n wo men than o n men," she po inted o ut. 
Ho wev er ev en emplo y ment apparently has 
little impact o n ho w wo men regard the ideal 
family size, the study said. 
“ Wo men with jo bs are no t insulated fro m 
pressures to hav e a first o r seco nd child, no r do 
they ex pect greater peer pressure to bmit family 
size after a fifth child." the study fo und. 


This suppo rts the no tio n, despite the 
gro wth o f the wo men’s Uberatio n mo v ement, 
that “ adult ro les fo r wo men are defined 
primarily in being a wife and mo ther and that 
o ccupatio nal ro les do no t pro v ide an alternativ e 
basis fo r co nfirming adult status fo r wo men”

Dr. Madge Phillips, chairman of the UNL women’s physical 
education department, said it would be an informational 
meeting to discuss current trends and issues in women’s inter­ 
collegiate athletics.

She did point out. however, that the meeting had been 
arranged in January — way before last week’s discussion of 
women’s athletics at a three-day media seminar at Colorado 
Springs, Colo. 


Those attending the 1 p.m. meeting in the women’s physical 
education building will include Dr. Virginia Trotter, UNL vice 


chancellor for academic affairs; Dr. Kenneth Bader, vice 
chancellor for student affairs; Dr. Robert L. Egbert, dean of the 
Teachers’ CoUege; Dr. Gordon F. Culver, chairman of the 
senate committee on intercollegiate athletics; Bob Devaney, 
UNL athleUc director; Ms. Gail WWtaker, coordinator of 
women’s intercollegiate athletics; Dr. Janette Sayre, associate 
professor of women’s physical education and Dr. Phillips. 


Devaney also was hesitant to discuss the men’s position un­ 
til the Monday meeting. 


“ There are a lot of bridges to cross before we can make any 
statements of policy in regard to this are and whatever decisions 
are made would come from the University administration,” 
Devaney said. 


Nevertheless, the crux of the issue is the Health, Eklucation 
and Welfare (HEW) guidelines being prepared concerning what 
is referred to as Title IX of the education amendments of 1972. 
That is now Public Law 92-318. 


That law applies to all educational institutions and systems 
which receive direct or indirect federal assistance. UNL, ob­ 
viously, falls in that category. 
The HEW paper says "A school which sponsors competitive 
athletics shall do so without discrimination on the basis of sex, 
and shaU provide students of each sex an equal opportunity to 
participate and shall not discriminate in the selection of sports 
or levels of competition, provision of equipment or supplies, 
scheduling of games and practice times, travel or per diem 
allowance, award of athletic scholarships, opportunity to 
receive coaching and instruction, assignment of coaches and in­ 
structors, provision of medical and training facilities and ser­ 
vices, publicity . . . ” 


The UNL women's intercollegiate program consists of the 
following seven sports: volleyball, field hockey, gymnastics, 
swimming, basketball, softball and tennis. 


The teams are coached by faculty members of the depart­ 
ment of physical education and recreation. The Women’s 


Athletic Association Board approves the budget for the 
program. 
Some of the questions that may be discussed at next Mon­ 
day’s conference include, how will the program be funded in 
light of the legal applications of the HEW guidelines, how much 
will the program receive, what does the women’s intercollegiate 
program want; and when will these changes, if there are to be 
changes, become effective. 
Among the most outspoken persons at the Colorado 
seminar last week was University of Southern California athletic 
director and football coach John McKay who said “ We will have 
to eliminate athletics if we have to comply with the regulations 
as they are now written.” 
While that may have been an extreme reaction, private con­ 
versations with informed sources indicate that changes in the 
current structure of women's and men’s athletics at UNL will be 
made. 
They may not be as drastic as what McKay fears, but they 
be forthcoming.

His second- 
ranked Haymakers play at sixth- 
ranked Lincoln Pius X Friday 
night, then play at unranked, but 
dangerous Omaha Gross Satur­ 
day night. 
Ramsay, whose teams haven’t 
lost more than two games in any 
of the last five seasons, admi^ 
that lofty reputation is in severe 
jeopardy. 


“ We could lose two this 
weekend,” concedes Ramsay. 
“ Honestly and realistically, I 
wouldn’t be disappointed with a 
split. We ought to hang in there 
tough both games though.” 


Under Ramsay, Cozad more 
than “ hangs in there tough.”

“I ’ve never felt sof­ 
ties help you,” he says. “ Playing 
tough teams helps you find out 
what you want to know.” 


That’s why Cozad has dropped 
its only Class C opponent, 
formerly Class B Loup City, 
from next season’s schedule to 
pick up York. 


Ramsay is cognizant that Pius 
X hopes a win over Cozad will be 
a ratings re-assessment item for 
the Thunderbolts’ 6248 loss to 
Lexington Jan. 11 “ because 
we’ve beaten Lexington twice.” 
Ramsay holds Pius X in high 
regard. “ I saw them play 
Gothenburg (a 90-60 Pius X road 
win) and they have so much 
talent,” evaluates Ramsay. “ I 
was very impressed with their 
balance and outside shooting. 


“ They’re not big, but it’s 
tough for us to match up with 
them with 5-8 and 5-10 guards,” 
adds Ramsay. “ I know Pius 
wants to climb through this 
game, but we might just as well 
find out where we’re at, too.

Summers Airs 
Disappointment

In a week when Dave Summers is supposed to be confident­ 
ly dedicating himself to winning a state wrestling championship, 
he becomes a critic. 


The Lincoln Elast heavyweight is a district champion with a 
21-2-2 record. But he’s disappointed about the direction 
wrestling is beaded in Lincoln. 


While thousands of spectators will invade Lincoln Friday 
and Saturday to watch the State Wrestling Tournament at 
Pershing Auditorium, Summers reahzes little of that interest is 
concentrated among Lincoln residents. 
He ought to know what wrestling enthusiasm is like 
elsewhere. Before transferring to East this season. Summers 
was the Big 10 Conference heavyweight champion at Hastings as 
a junior. 


And, in his opinion, there’s a vast difference between what 
wrestling offers outstate compared to what’s offered in Lincoln. 


“ If Lincoln doesn’t get with it in the junior high programs,” 
Summers beheves, “they might just as well give up. Lincoln is 
lagging behind the times because they don’t want to establish 
competitive wrestling on the junior high level. 
"I lived in Kearney and Hastings before transferring here,” 
notes Summers. “ Both of those schools offer three competitive 
years in junior high before you start a high school career. But, 
instead of getting six years in Lincoln, you get three years. It’s 
only logical a desire to win isn’t going to be half as intense.” 


Summers, who has added 20 pounds from last year’s 
wrestling weight of 225, isn’t the only one disenchanted about 
Lincoln’s four public high school teams battling to sUy out of 
the cellar in district competition at Fremont. 


The coaches are disgusted, too. They claim they’ve lobbied 
before deaf ears that Lincoln inaugurate a more ambitious 
junior high program to stay competitively abreast with the 
state’s other Class A schools. 
Even Fremont coach John McMullen, whose third place 
Big 10 Conference Tigers won the Class A-1 district last 
weekend, acknowledges Lincoln’s wrestUng pUght. 


“ When I checked into the East coaching situation at one 
time there,” related McMullen, “I was shocked to learn how 
behind Lincoln is with a junior high program. It’s hurting them 
and will continue to hurt them until they change.” 


According to Summers, who absorbs some good-natured 
kidding from his East teammates about carrying a black-and- 
orange Hastings duffle bag, “ Lincoln has the same numbers as 
other schools to choose from. In fact, we should have more, so 
there’s no reason to lag behind. 
“We have some excellent wrestling coaches in Lincoln, but 
they’re up against a brick wall, trying to develop what they 
have,” says the East heavyweight. 
“ I’ve got a real battle this weekend, trying to place high at 
state,” admits Sununers, “ but I’m concerned about the future 
welfare of the sport in Lincoln. That’s why I believe someone 
ought to speak up. Maybe then, we’d get some action.”

When he was asked if there were outside 
distractions on members of his club, including 
anticipated big money pro basketball offers tor 
Bill Walton and Keith Wilkes. UCLA coach John 
Wooden said, “ That’s possibly true. 


“ But I really can't see where that would 
have much effect. I'm not happy over our play, 
but we are not ready to give up.” 


McGuire, whose team plays Manhattan 
College Thursday night at Madison Square 
Garden, seeking its eighth straight season of 20 
victories or more, has joined a large group of 
college coaches, who see current recruiting 
practices leading to a major national basketball 
scandal 
McGuire would place a limit on the number 
of schools a high school star could visit, would 
regulate the agents who negotiate pro contracts,

"Most of this illegal recruiting would be 
stopped," said McGuire. “ If athletes were per­ 
mitted to visit only three colleges outside the 25- 
to 50-mile radius of his home. 


"These kids are running around all over the 
country’ 
It’s like showing your wife four 
different expensive houses and asking her to 
pick one ’’ 
MiKiuire is not against the agents, but he said 
many were unscrupulous and they should be 
regulated 


“ They lie to kids,” said McGuire, "They tell 
them tall tales about how good they are just to 
get them to sign with them. You have no idea 
how many athletes are pitifully broke. 


“ With all the great universities we have in 
this nation, you can’t tell me that some of these 
pipe-smokmg guys can’t set up a two or thr(>e- 
rnan regulatory committee to watch over these 
athletes 
"None of the agents should work on percen­ 
tages They should be paid by the hour like you 
hire a lawyer or an accountant Nobody should 
own any body and some of these agents do ’’ 


McGuire said the hardship rule in pro 
hasketball is not to help the players, but the pro 
owners, 


"You don’t sw the Boston Celtics. Knicks 
and strong franchi.ses grabbing off kids before 
they finish school It’s usually the owners who 
are financially in trouble or their teams in 
trouble ’’
